Presidential Succession. 


Members of the cabinet are in line 


to the succession, if they can comply 
with the Constitutional requirements, 
which provide that: "No person ex- 
cept a natural born citizen, or a citi- 
zen of the United States at the time 
of the adoption of this Constitution, 
shall be eligible to the office of pres- 
ident."
